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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has argued that the rejection of 
claim 1 over 103(a) is improper because the plate is not counterbalanced. This is unpersuasive in that the applicant has argued the 
claim more narrowly than claimed, the claim reciting that "the plate helps to counterbalance" and the argument stating the plate as being 
counterbalanced. Even if the plate were claimed as narrowly as argued, the plate of Reese, which has a predetermined weight, would 
affect the center of gravity of the device and therefore work to counterbalance portions of the stand. Also, the applicant has argued that 
the combination of Reese in view of Wu et al. is not within the same art as a camera stand because Reese and Wu et al. teach devices 
that hold an electronic device. This is unpersuasvie because the Reese and Wu et al. devices could be used to hold any device to the 
platform. The aplicant has argued that it would not be obvious to use Teflon for device. This is unpersuasive in that any suitable 
material could be used for the device, and Teflon was well known in the art at the time of the invention. 
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
